REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to disclose the claimed invention. Specifically, the prior art of record fails 
to disclose the finishing agent in the amount of about 2.5 wt%, wherein the finishing 
agent is a polyoxyethylene fatty acid ester, and is provided in combination with an 
antibacterial agent comprising a mixture of alkyi dimethyl benzylammonium chloride and 
alky! dimethyl ethylbenzylammonium chloride. The criticality of the polyoxyethylene 
fatty acid ester finishing agent being provided in the amount of about 2.5 wt% is shown 
on pages 12-13, Table 1, of the present specification. Table 1 further shows the 
criticality of the claimed antibacterial agent for the synergistic effect provided. 
Therefore, the prior art of record does not disclose nor fairly suggest the claimed 
invention.
